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A SIGN OF IMPROVEMENT 


Alberta mines took out more coal in 
‘April this year than in April, 1930. The 
increase is small; which shows that it was 
a normal growth, and not due to excep- 
tional circumstances such as would tem- 
porarily boost the demand. There is 
ground to hope that the miners s and min- 
ing interests of the province have seen the 
worst of the depression, and that improve- 
ment in conditions is ahead of them. 


The extension of the special rate to On- 


tario straight through the summer, fall 
and winter will give the mines a chance 


they never had before to bid for orders in 
that province on the basis of delivering 
coal when coal is needed. The forty cent 
duty imposed upon United States anthra- 
cite will lessen the advantage their com- 
petitors have had in the eastern market. 

And the extension of the subsidy zone to 
Sioux Lookout and Fort Frances is a fur- 
ther measure of assistance which should 
be effective. 

Coal mining is the second largest in- 

dustry in the province. A growth in 
sales and output would react upon general 
conditions directly in the numerous min- 
ine centres, and indirectly throughout the 
srovinee, Summer is the season of slack 
demand, inevitably, but the coming of cold 
weather should show this industry to be 
beating the records of last year. 


WHERE RAIN CAME TOO LATE 


Crop prospects over most of Alberta 
and a section of Saskatchewan have been 
immensely improved by the rains of the 
past week. In some localities the better- 
ment amounts to the difference between 
almost no prospect at all and the chance 
for a fair harvest 

But it must not be forgotten that in a 
large section of the wheat belt the rains 
can have made no appreciable change in 
the outlook. Where seed has been blown 
out of the soil no amount of rainfall can 

cause a crop to grow; and that is the con- 
dition that existed over a large tract of 
country where the faurted rely altogether 
on wheat. It is late now to sow wheat 
however plentiful the moisture supply. 

Feed crops are of course still possible, 
but in the worst affected area there is no 
stock to feed, since the country is sot 
adapted to stock-growing. For the farm- 
ers there the situation cannot have been 
changed, since the chance to raise the one 
marketable crop for which their land is 
suited has gone. 

The urgency of relief measures in that 
section of the west is therefore in no way 
affected by the rains which have meant 
so much to other sections. The farm fa- 
milies in those districts are as mich in 
need of support as they were a week ago, 
and the responsibility of the Dominion

pective conditions that are quite certain 
to prevail next winter unless corrective 
measures are taken

The municipalities have been doing 
generally as much as their authorities 
thought could be done with the consent of 
the taxpayers. The provincial goyern- 
ments have contributed willingly and with 
reasonable liberality to supplement these 
efforts. The municipalities at least can- 
not be counted on to do more than they 
have been doing, for the strain on their fi- 
nances is heavy and growing heavier. Yet 
more will have to be done, If the situation 
is to be met in a safe, sane and adequate 
way the Dominion will have to be prepared 


to assume a larger share of the burden 
and to spend on a far larger scale than 
hitherto. What is needed is that relief 


work be started on a wholesale plan, start- 
ed at once, and continued until times take 
a positive turn for the better. 

If the Minister gets in touch with the 
men who know what conditions are and 
accepts their presentation of facts, he will 
recommand that Ottawa shortcut cere- 
monial, make funds available forthwith, 
and get employing projects of one kind or 
another going throughout the whole west- 
ern country immediately.

Mouth ulcers come from a hyper- 
acidity of the stomach, Sometimes 
the over-acid condition seems to be 
made temporarily more irritated by 
the use of acid fruit, and sometimes 
the patient notices these ulcera after 


using a great deal of fresh fruit, 
Strange as it may seem, the best cure 
for this tendency to ulcers in the 
mouth is toe take fresh fruits for at 
least five days, using orange juice 
and grapefruit juice in water, but no 
other food, Sometimes quicker tem- 
porary resulis may be obtained by 


taking a water fast and using bicar- 
bonate of soda several times daily in 
the water Soda, magnesia or other 
alkalies will counteract the stomach 
acid at once but the acid fruit fast 
will also reduce the stomach acidity 
after the first few days and the cure 
will then be permanent if no bad food 
combinations are used from that time 
on, as inharmonious mixtures of foods 
the most important cause 
ote over-acidity of the gastric juice.

Tuberculesis of Eyes and Throat 

Question: L, P, asks: “What are the 
symptoms of fuberculosis of the eyes 
and throat, and does it result in 
death? If so, in what way?? Is it 
curable? If so, what is the treat- 
ment?” 

Answer: Tuberculosis of the eyes 
and throat could not be diagnosed by 
symptoms as they would resemble any 
inflammation of these regions, A 
examination of the se- 
cretions is necessary to definitely de- 
termine the condition, The disease 
is curable in the early stages, It would 
not necessarily cause death unless it 
was too far advanced at the start of 
treatment, The dietetic treatment is 
the same as that for tuberculosis of 
any other part of the body, and I 
shall be glad vo send articles outlining 
instructions if you will forward a 
large, self-addressed, stamped enve- 
lope.

The 1930 outbreak of poliomyleitis 
otherwise infantile paralysis was the 
Subject of an interesting feature 
address given, at the Friday afternoon 
Session of the fourth annual conven- 
tion of the Alberta Health Workers 
Association by Dr. A, ©. McGugan, 
provincial medical officer of health 
In the course of his remarks, Dr 
Gugen, reviewed the outbreak as 
whole and gave clinical remarks 
about various cases. While there waa 
a general impression that very little 
Was known about this disease, Dr 
McGugan pointed out that recent 
scientific investigations had adduced 
much important information, It had 
been found in this country that the 
disease ran in cycles of about three 
vear periods, while in each case the 
most dangerous momh was Sep- 
tember, after which it apparently 
abated, In other parts of the contin- 
ent the peak month varied 

Dr. McGugan told of the 
serum in battling the disease and of
